| There are lots of people who have 
a cranky or paranoid streak in the! 
nature. They will never be like other 
people, and there is no reason why 
they should be. Many of them ca: 
lead perfectly useful lives insofar as 
they can control their paranoid tend 
encies and develop a sufficient set of 
interests such as engage mez 
and keep tiem mentally fit, at leas 
during business hours. Many manage 
to keep their peculiarities within a 
private compartment of their lives 
They find an outlet for these strong 
individual ideas in something apar 
from their major activities. 

We may speak rather frankly to I 
I. L. So far as one can judge fron 
this letter, the diagnosis suggested by 
the psychiatrist is correct. Such em- 
phatic statements as that he ha 
“absolutely scientific proof” that hy 
does not belong to this group are no 
convincing. Yet he could hardly go s 
} far in the study of medicine, unles 
he could apply his mind to many dif- 
ferent interests 

What he calls “untoward reactions 
suggest borderland kinds of behavior 
he even speaks of being under the in- 
fluence of super-psychic phenomena 
and that 1s just the type of vague 
and misleading ideas that inhabitants 
of the borderland entertain, although 
many normal persons have them 
When ideas of this kind get out of 
hand and control the general think- 
ing and behavior, they may supply 
basis for a tragedy of the mind. The 
proper service is to follow some one 
who can take an objective view of 
the situation, who can tell the border- 
land mind not to take these matters 
so seriously. This sounds much like 
asking people under the control of a 
delusion to give it up; but that’s about 
the only advice one can give. As 
for continuing in the study of medi- 
cine, that idea should be definitely 
abandoned. Doctoring is not a prac- 
tice suitable to those who themselves 
need medical attention. Objective in- 
| terests, absorption in occupations in 
which the peculiar trends of the mind 
will have no play, offer the best sal- 
vation.

The German staff did not know what was 
happen next. Would the allies apply the pinchers

The Second Canadian Division, under the VI 
Corps, south of Albert, had been making raid 
after raid, and the 3rd Army was a_ constant 
menace to the success of the German push. The

But the German intelligence was complete! 
deceived. They were taken utterly by surpris« 
when, instead of attacking from the side, 
irresistible assault was made on the very nose ¢ 
his salient. The manoeuvre was daringly con 
ceived and brilliantly carried out. It turned the

down at 4.20 a.m. on August 8, the last phase of
